PlocL—s electing  agent, — A  person  who  has  taken  a  course  of  training  in  and 
passed  an  exaxiination  on  (l)  standard!) red  and  production  judging  prescrihed 
hy  the  State  college  of  agriculture  or  other  properly  constituted  State 
agency  and  (2)  the  Hational  Poultry  Imjjrovenont  Plan  pro'risions  as  applied 
in  the  State,  and  who  has  been  authorized  hy  the  official  State  agency  to 
do  the  flock- selecting  work  as  provided  for  in  the  U,  S,  Approved  and  ,U,  S, 
Certified  breeding  stages.  During  the  war  emergency,  and  to  take  care  of 
individuaJ  cases  only,  the  official  State  agency  may,  at  its  discretion, 
authorize  flock- selecting  agents  who  have  not  taken  the  specified  sourse  of 
training.

— A  State  livestock  sanitary  authority,  an  official  of 
the  State  college  of  agriculture,  or  a  simJ  la,rly  authorized  State  employee, 
or  on  Gnplo3'’ee  of  the  official  Stake  agency,  who  has  training  in  pullo rum- 
testing  technique,  a  working  knov/ledge  of  the  Hational  Poultry  Improvement 
Plan  provisions  as  applied  in  the  State,  and  other  qualificakions  necessary 
to  do  the  pullorun-te sting  work  as  provided  for  in  the  plan,

Stake,  and  who  has  been  authorized  hy  the  official  State  agency  to  do  the 
pullo rumr-te sting  work  as  provided  for  in  the  U,  S,  Pullo rom-Tes ted  and  U,  S, 
Pull  onuTf- Cent  rolled  classes.  During  the  war  emergency,  and  to  take  care  of 
individual  cases  only,  the  officiaJL  State  a^gency  nay,  at  its  discretion, 
authorize  pullorum— testing  agents  who  have  not  taken  the  specifiad  course 
of  training.

Page  2,  Regulation  1,  Added  as  a  new  paragraph  the  definition  of  an  official 
la'oel,  as  followsJ 

Official  label, — A  label,  secured  through  or  approved  by  the  official  State 
agency,  on  which  are  indicated  the  product,  the  breeding  stage,  and  the  pulloruii 
class. 

Page  3,  Regulation  13,  Changed  to  read  as  follows? 

Vith  the  approval  of  the  official  State  agency,  crossbred  hatching  eggs  and 
chicks  may  be  produced  and  sold  by  members  operating  under  the  plan,  provided 
the  parent  stock  is  well  selected  for  good  vitality,  growth,  market  quality, 
egg  production,  feathering,  and  egg  size.  The  parent  stock  must  also  be  leg- 
banded  and  the  flock  inspected  as  required  in  the  U,  S,  Approved  breeding  stage* 
These  flocks  shall  be  designated  as  U,  S,  Approved  Crossbred  flocks,  and 
hatching  eggs  or  chicks  from  such  flocks  shall  bo  designated  as  U,  S, 

Apjjroved  Crossbred  hatching  eggs  or  chicks,  with  a  descriptive  phrase  designat¬ 
ing  the  breed  of  the  males  and  the  breed  of  the  females  used  in  the  cross, 

(The  breed  of  the  male  shall  bo  designated  first  in- all  crosses,) 

Pago  3,  Regulation  14,  Changed  to  read  as  follows: 

When  more  than  one  hatchery  located  within  a  State  is  operated  under  the  same 
name,  ownership,  or  nanagonont,  one  or  more  of  these  hatcheries  nay  not  par¬ 
ticipate  in  the  plan  unless  a.ll  of  then  participate.  In  the  event,  that  any 
person,  firm,  or  corporatin  has  nonparticipating  hatcheries  in  other 
States,  no  chides  or  hatching  eggs  shall  be  shipped  to  the  participating 
ha-tcheries  from  the  nonparticipating  hatcheries. 

Page  5,  Regulation  24,  Added  the  following  sentence:  - 

Whore  descriptive  terns  are  used,  in  addition  to  the  official  terminology  of 
the  plan,  such  terns  must  be  clearly  explained  in  the  advertising,  (e,g, ,  If 
more  than  one  hatchery  grade  of  U,  S,  Approved  chicks  is  offered  for  sa,lc  and 
the  chicks  in  one  of  such  grades  are  sired  entirely  by  U,  S,  R,  0,  P,  males, 
it  is  suffiaient  and  proper  to  describe  such  a  grade  as  ”U,  S,  Approved  chicks 
sired  by  U, S.R,0,P,  males,”) 

U,  S,  APPROVED  BREEDIITG  STAGS 

Page  6,  Paragraph  4,  Added  to  second  sentence; 

except  that  during  the  war  emergency  and  with  the  approval  of  the  official 
State  agency  the  number  of  inspections  nay  bo  reduced  to  a  minimum  of  15 
percent  of  those  flocks. 

Changed  third  sentence  to  rea,d; 

The  State  inspector  shall  determine  which  flocks  shall  be  inspected  and  the 
ino_:cction  shall  consist  in  the  physical  exai.iination  of  a  sufficient  number 
of  males  and  females  to  satisfy  him  that  the  flock  is  worthy  of  approval.

This  may  he  accomplished  h;/  changing  the  last  sentence  in  Paragraph  1,

The  males  and  females  shall  he  selected  hy  either  a  State  inspector  or  a 
floclc— selecting  agent  once  each  year  and,  if  selected  hy  a  flock^ selecting 
agent,  -  inspected  hy  a  State  inspector  at  lea,st  once  during  the  year.  This 
flock  inspection  shall  consist  in  the  examination  of  a  sufficient  niimhor  of

P,  males,  provided  they  shall  have  passed  the  final  individual 
inspection  of  a  Sto.te  inspector  not  ee^rlier  tlian  at  6  months  of  age,  except 
tha-t  a  flock- selecting  agent  may  he  permitted  to  select  and  leg— hand  U.  S, 

R,  O.P,  males  for  use  in  U,  S.  Certified  flocks.  The  State  inspector  shall 
examine  a  sufficient  number  of  the  males  selected  and  leg-handed  hy  each 
flock-selecting  agent  to  determine  thal  the  selection  -was  satisfactory, 

Eich  male  passed  hy  an  inspector  or  flock-selocting  agent  shall ■ possess 
strong  constitutional  vigor  and  he  a  good  representative  of  the  breed  and 
variety  as  designated  in  the  American  Standard  of  Perfection,  shall  ho  free 
from  standard  disqualifications,  and  sliall  he  handed  with  a  U.S.R,  O.P,  scaled 
and  nv-mhered  official  leg  hand  when  selected.  At  the  tiroe  of  selection  and 
handing  the  inspector  or  flock-selecting  agent  shall  make  a  complete  record 
of  the  wing-and  leg’-hand  numbers  of  each  male  handed.  Privo.tely  pedigreed 
males  etc .

breeder,  shall  he  considered  a,s  entered  under  U.S.R.  O.P.  supervision  with 
the  follov/ing  exceptions.... 

Page  10,  Paragraph  10.  Added  a,  now  item  between  items  h  and  c: 

Uumher  of  pullets  entered  which  are  individually  pedigreed. 
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13,  Page  10,  Paragraph  12,  Second  sentence  clianged  to  read  as  follows: 

It  shall  he  his  dut7  tc  visit  and  inspect  the  v/ork  of  each  U,  S,P.  0,P* 
breeder  at  least  5  tines  each  year,  his  visits  to  he  so  timed  tha.t  each 
season  of  the  year  shall  he  represented  in  his  reports.  At  least  3  of 
these  visits  slmll  he  una-nnonneed,

Effective  at  the  beginning  of  the  1943-44  laying-test  yea,r  only  those  entries 
of  U. S,E, O.P,  breeders  who  are  doing  home  trap-nesting  of  pullets  of  the 
same  breed  and  variety  -andcr  E,0, P,  supervision  or  entries  consisting  of 
groups  of  4  or  more  individuoAlj^  pedigreed  full  sisters  shall  be  eligible 
for  U,  S,E.0,P.  entry  and  qualification, 

16,  Pago- 12,  Para-graph  18,  Added  to  last  sentence: 

except  that  for  the  duration  of  the  v/ar  the  v/eigiit  of  each  female  entered  in 
U,  S.E, 0,P,  shadl  be  taken  o,t  least  twice  bet\veen  January  1  and  Juno  1,  one 
weight  may  be  taken  by  the  breeder  and  one  or  more  shall  be  taken  by  the 
inspector.  The  average  of  these  weights  shall  be  used  for  the  purpose  of 
qualifying  for  U,  S.E.  O.P, 

17,  Pago  13,  Paragraphs  24  and  27.  Paragraph  24  deleted  and  the  third  sentence 
of  Paragraph  27  changed  to  read  as  follows: 

Plien  eggs  tare  incubated  to  produce  U.  S.  ?t,0,P,  chicks,  a,n  accurate  record  of 
the  number  of  eggs  from  each  hen  with  her  jpexi  number  and  a  record  of  all  chicks 
banded  shall  be  furnished  the  E,0,P,  supervisor  on  N.P,  I,P,  Eorm  8  or  a  sub¬ 
stitute  form  within  5  de.ys  after  the  date  of  hatch. 


18.  Page  13,  Paragraph  26,  Charged  to  read  as  follows: 


U.  S.E,  O.P.  hatching  eggs. — U.  S.E,  O.P.  liatching  eggs  shall  come  only  from  U.  S, 
E,  O.P,  matings.  Such  eggs  offered  for  sale  sliall  weigh  at  least  2  ounces 
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each  and  25  ounces  or  norc  to  the  do2!en  exdd^t  that  no  niniinuja  weight  require¬ 
ments  shall  apply  to  eggs  from  U,  S,  dams,  ikch  egg  shall  hear  the  U.  S, 

2,0,P,  number  of  the  hen  that  laid  it  and  the  number  of  the  mating. 

Pages  13  and  14,  Paragraph  28,  , Inserted  the  following  between  the  first 
and  second  sentences: 

Daring  the  first  year  of  U, S,  p,  O.P,  breeding  work  carried  on  by  any  breeder, 
the  male  used  in  a  U,  S.P,0,P,  candidate  mating  need  not  be  a  U,  S,P.0,P,  male, 
provided  he  is  of  equal  pedigree.  Such  males  may  be  used  in  similar  matings 
during  the  second  year  of  U. S, P. D.P,  -  breeding  work,  if  reinspected  and  passed 
by  the  inspector,  but  not  thereafter  unless  they  qualify  as  U.S.P.  O.M,  males. 

Pages  13  and  14,  Para.graph  28.  Changed  last  sentence  to  read  as  follows: 

The  male  progeny  of  the  females  which  qualify  as  U,  S.PuO.P.  females  may 
qualify  as  U.S.P, 0,P.  males  for  use  on  the  breeder's  own  premises  and  to 
head  U.  S,  Certified  flocks  in  the  State  v/here  produced,  provided  they 
meet  all  the  requirements  of  U.S,Pt,0.P.  males  except  that  of  being,  produced 
from  U.  S,  P,  0,  P,  chicks. 

Page  14,  Added  the  following  as  a  ne;7  paragraph  at  the  end  of  the  U,  S. 

Pecord  of  Performance  breeding  stage: 

Trial  matings, —  With  the  approval  of  the  official  State  agency  a  U, S,P, 0,P, 
breeder  may  make  trial  matings  in  which  a  non-U, S, R, 0, P,  male  may  be  mated 
to  either  U. S, P, O.P.  or  non-U. S, P. 0,P.  females,  Po  hatching  eggs,  baby 
chicks,  or  breeding  stock  may  be  sold  from  such- meetings.  The  females  from 
such  matings  may  be  entered  as  U.S.P.  O.P,  candida,tes,  provided  they  are 
reasonably  good  representatives  of  the,  breed  or  variety  as  designated  in  the 
Americ<an  Standard  of  Perfection.  Such  males  and  fema,les,  including  those 
females  referred  to  in  the  second  sentence  of  Paragraph  21,  page  13,  that 
meet  the  progeny-test  requirement  for  U.S.P. O.M.  shall  be  considered  as 
having  met  the  requirements  for  U.S.P,  O.M.  and  U.S.P,  O.P.  and  may  be 
officially  leg-banded  as  such.  The  sons  from  such  matings  mQ.y  be  eligible 
to  qualify  as  U.S.P,  O.P,  males  after  their  sires  and  da,ms  qualify  for  U,  S. 

P,  O.M, ,  provided  they  are  reo.sonably  good  representatives  of  the  breed  and 
variety  as  designated  in  the  American  Standard  of  Perfection,

Page  14,  Section  1,  Inserted  new  provision  between  Paragraphs  1  and  2: 

All  pullorura  tests  of  flocks  in  any  pullorum-control  and  eradication  class 
or  candidates  for  any  class  must  be  reported  to  the  official  State  agency, 
and  reactors  occurring  in  unofficial  tests  shall  be  considered  on  the  same 
basis  as  reactors  in  official  tests. 
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23,  Page  16,  Paragraph  14,  Added  the  foil  opting: 

except  that  during  the  war  emergency  and  with  the  approval  of  the  official 
State  agency  the  numher  of  inspections  may  he  reduced  to  a  minimum  of  15 
percent  of  these  flocks. 

General  Pecommendations  Ivlade  and  Approved  hy  the  Conference 

1,  That  an  emergency  executive  committee,  consisting  of  6  members  representing 
different  sections  of  the  country,  shall  he  elected  hy  the  official  delegates 
of  this  conference,  said  committee  to  serve  "for  the  duration"  or  until  the 
next  corjference,  This  emergency  executive  committee  shall  have  authority  to 
make  only  such  administrative  changes  as  may  he  necessitated  hy  emergency 
conditions  which  may  arise  due  to  the  war.  such  administrative  changes  to 
rc:min  in  effect  nutil  the  next  National  ^ouLtry  Improvement  Plan  conference 
or  until  rescinded  hy  the  committee  itself.  It  is  distinctly  understood 
that  this  committee  has  no  authority  to  change  any  of  the  basic  provisions 

of  the  breeding  stages  or  pnrllorum- control  and  eradication  classes  of  the  plan.
